Theodore Calvin Sanderson 


representative in the recent legislatur 
from Bedford county, died at his bom 
in Harrisburg Saturday morning a 
4 o'clock 
The deceased was born a 


Ickesburg. Perry county, May 12, 1849 
and when sixteen years of age joinec 
the Union army and fought until th 
clow of the civil war. la early man 
hood ho worked on the farm in sum 
mer and attended the public schoo 
during the winter. After the war h 
attended the Bloomfield academy in 
the summer and taught school in the 
winter five successive terms. He also 
spent a few years at the Lutheran col 
lege at Gettj sbnrg, with the intention 
of entering the 
ministry, but his 


health failed and he decided not to 
become a preacher. 


ID 1373 he accepted a position as 


freight and ticket agent at Hopewei) 
serving in that position about four 
years, when he was transferred to 
Saxton as weigh master. 
He a'so 


served as justice of the peace at Hope 
well. In 1881 he was promoted to the 
position of train master at Saxton and 
held that position until he resigned to 
go to Harriaburfr, not quite a year ago 
He was a membe^ of the Saxton school 
board for twelve years and was presi 
dent of that body the greater part of 
the time. In the fall of 1900 he was 
elected a member of the legislature 
from Bedford county on the Republic- 
an ticket and served his constituents 
in the sessions of 1901 
SDOU after the 


adjournment of the legislature he 
moved his family to Harrisbnrg, where 
he had some large business in tare, ts 
He, soon afterward, became ill and 
gradually grew 
worse until death 


overtook him. 


While a resident of Saxton Mr. San 


derson did much toward the upbuild- 
ing of the Lutheran church, of which 
be was a consistent and faithful mem- 
ber. 
He joined the Lutheran church 


at Harrisbnrg after becoming a resi 
dent of that city. 


He is survived by his wife and thes 


children: Charles Sanderson, of Ever- 
ef; Dr. Harry Sinderson, of J]hns 
to.vr; Frank, Minuie, Roy, Clyde, Car- 
rie and Eugene Sanderson, at home 
His aged mother, Mrs. Sarah Si nder 
son, ol New Bloomfield, who is in her 
eighty-filth year, and the following 
brothers and sister also survive him: 
George W. Sindersoc, of Huntingdon; 
John M. Sinderson, of Rianoke, Va ; 
Elmer E. Sinderson, of Sixton, and 
Mrs. Kate S. Heston, cf New Bloom- 
field.

Her husband subsequent- 
ly passed away. On October 14, 1857 
she was joined in wedlock to Tbtmas 
Keller, at Williamsburg, N. Y., where 
they resided at the time. Mr. Keller 
died on January 15, 1876, and Mrs. 
K3ller removed to Bedford and roadf 
her home witb her sister, Mrs. Catha- 
rine Miller. The deceased is survived 
by her sister and a number of nephews 
and nieces, among v. horn are Ex-Coun- 
ty Treasurer Louis Saupp, Mrs M. A 
Jeffords »nd Mrs. Mary Bate;, of Bed- 
ford.

MANY BUILDINGS BURNED 


SK Banks, Five Clmrcheg, Dozens of Store 


and Hundreds of Homes .Reduced 


to Asnes. 


The heart of Paterson, N. J., wa 


destroyed by a fire which began five 
minutes after midnight Sunday morn 
ing, causing damage estimated at from 
68,000,000 to 810,000,000. 


Six banks, five churches, eight pub 


lie buildings, dozens of stores and 30C 
homes were reduced to ashes. Thou 
sands were rendered homeless. There 
was no death directly due to the firi 
and the injured list is remarkably 
small. One woman, Mrs Sarah Brown 
aged seventy-two years, lost her life 
by falling downstairs in tbe excite- 
ment following the outbreak of the 
flames. 


The fire started in the long trolley 


car sheds which run from Broadway 
to Van Houten street. Most of the 
street cars in Paterson are of the new- 
est design and heated by electricity, 
but there are, or were until Sunday, a 
few old-fashioned cars left which were 
heated with stoves. These were the 
first cars to be run into the barn about 
11 o'clock Saturday night, therefore 
they were in the back of the building 
near Van Houten street. It is sup- 
posed that a conductor neglected to 
shut the dampers in a stove so as to 
cheek the combustion. At all events 
the fire became so hot that the wood- 
work around the stove began to blaze 
and the flames soon spread throughout 
the car and among the cars adjoining 


Charles Abrams, a blacksmith on the 


night force in the company's shop, 
was the first to see the blaze. 
The 


fire then had seized four cars and 
all the rear part of the shed, which 
was 
ancient and built of 
wood 


hat burned like tinder. 
Abrams 


shouted to his fellow-employees and 
William Begelman, the night de- 
spatcher, sent an alarm from the fire 
box nearby and immediately cut off 
he electric power from all of the 
trolley wires. 


Two engines and a hook and ladder 
ruck responded to the first alarm, and 


although thty arrived on the scene 
within five minutes from the time 
Abrams made the first discovery, the 
entire car barn and its contents were a 
roaring, seething mass of flames and 
he Wigwam, a big wooden hall next 
dcor, was also blazing like a gig-antic 
woodpile. 


The firemen immediately turned in 


a second alarm, which brought two 
more engines and a truck company, 
iut all of these fcund it impossibfe to 
heck the spread of the flames. 
The 


pooden buildings were like so many 
ry torches and the fire from them 
lounted high in the sky, while the 
oaring northwest gale, which was 
Jowing between thirty and forty 
miles an hour, tore oS great sheets of 
iame and showers of embers and 
irands, which went hurtling off to lee- 
ward as rapidly as if they had been 
hot out of guns, 
The firemen, seeing that it washope- 


es& to try to save the car barns and 
he Wigwam, turned all their streams 
pon the buildings to leeward of them. 
3ut in spite of all their efforts the fire 
anced over the water barriers ar/d 
apidly spread. Paterson's fire fighters 
attled heroically, but were unable to 
onquer the flames, even with the as- 
[stance of a number of fire companies 
rom neighboring towns, until the fire 
ad cut a wide swathe. St. Joseph's 
ioman Catholic church, fully a mile 
nd a quarter northeast of the place 
here the conflagration began, WES 
he last large building burned. Its 
assive brown-stone walls stopped the 
rogress of the flimes.

ber of the North Ameriean Review, A. 
Maurice Low, correspondent in Wash- 
ington lor the Boston Olobe and the 
London Chronicle, argues that the sen 
ate has gradually taken to itsell powers 
which the Iramers ol the Constitution 
never intended that branch ol the na- 
tional legislature to exercise. Through 
an abuse ol its right to amend bills 
originating in the house of representa- 
tives, the senate has virtually assumed 
the controlol tha appropriating power 
which was intended to be the exclusive 
prerogative of the house. It is the 
senate, Mr. Low avers, which domi 
nates legislation, the house having 
been in effect reduced to a negligible 
quantity. Even the president may be 
made on occasion to feel its power, as 
when it rejects a presidential nomina- 
tion simply out oi regard to the obliga- 
tions ol the so-called "senatorial cour- 
tesies." It is notorious, too, says Mr. 
Low, that the power of the senate 
centers in the hands ol the hall-dozen 
or so senators who are at the head o: 
important committees, these men being 
to all intents and purposes the senate 
ol the United States. Mr. Low criti- 
cises strenuously the proneness of the 
senate to interfere in the conduct ol 
our loreign relations. He says: 


"As showing the assumption ol the 


senate, notice the remarkable change 
made in the wording oi a recent treaty 
Last year the senate ratified a treaty 
with Great Britain (The Tenure and 
Disposition ol Real and Personal Prop 
erty), providing lor the disposition oi 
real estate and giving any British colo 
ny the right to adhere to the conven 
tiou on notice Irom the British ambas- 
sador at Washington to the secretary 
of state; and, similarly, any posses 
sions oi the United States beyond the 
seas were to be included in the com- 
pact upon notice 'being given by the 
representative of the United States at 
London, by direction oi the president. 
Tha senate amended this to read 'by 
direction ol the treaty-making power 
ol the United States.' Thus, by the 
addition oi a few words, the senate as 
sumed to itseli the right to conduct 
foreign relations, an assumption lor 
which no warrant can be iound in the 
Constitution." 


"Presidents who were more jealous 


oi their prerogatives than Mr. McEin- 
ley have read congress a sharp lecture 
lor attempting to interlere in foreign 
affairs," continues Mr. Low. "Jackson 
vetoed an act because 'in my judgmen' 
inconsistent with the division oi pow 
ers in the Constitution oi the Unitec 
States, as itis obviously ioundedon the 
assumption that an act oi congress can 
give power to the executive or to the 
head oi one ol the departments to ue 
gotiate with a foreign government 
* * * 
The executive has competen 


authority to negotiate * * * with a 
ioreign government—an authority con 
gress cannot constitutionally abridg 
or increase." 
Mr. Low asserts tha 


Jackson would not have permitted th 
senate to amend the Property treaty 
as we may inter from the stringen 
language used in>the memorable "Pro 
test" oi April 16, 1834, in which h 
said: 


"The resolution of the senate pre 


supposes a right in that body to inter 
fere with this exere'se of executive 
power. If the principle be once ad 
mitted * * * the constitutional inde 
pendence oi the executive departmen 
would be as effectually destroyed anc 
its powers as effectually transferred tc 
the senate as ii that end had been ae 
complished by an amendment oi th 
Constitution." 


Mr. Low quotes Irom a state pape 


oi Gen. U. S. Grant to show that th 
soldier-president was equally jealou 
that the line oi demarcation between

he legislative and the executive 
hould not be overstepped, and asserts 
hat Cleveland had no scruples about 
taking congress understand that it 
mat not interfere with the conduct of 
oreign affairs. 


"Superficial observers are always 


end of talking of the ease with which 
he president can control the senate 
because he is the fountain head of 
patronage, unconsciously voicing the 
ear of Hamilton, that 'sometimes we 
are told that this fund of corruption is 
obe exhausted by the president in 
ubduing the virtue of the senate.' 
Now, the fact is that the nature of the 
elations between the president and 
he senate is very similar to the char- 
acter of that enfant terrible of our 
childhood whose virtues and faults 
have been celebrated in rhyme: 
' 'When she was good she was very, very 


good. 
Jut when she was bad she was horrid. 


"Precisely so with the senate. When 


president and senate are on good 
terms, there is no more amiable legis- 
ative body in the world, butwhen the 
relations are s'rained the senate can 
be 'horrid.'"

etter From a Former Citizen of Bedford 


County. 


YORK, Neb., February 11. 


EDITOR 
GAZETTE:—In compliance 


with the request of many Bedford 
ounty friends I will try and write a 
ew lines again. 
We have had tbe 


finest winter weather I ever saw. 
Up 


o January 24 there was notoneclculy 
day since we came here. The mornings 
were generally frosty but it was mild 
and pleasant during the day. 
Splen- 


did weather for outdoor work, and 
jeople have made good use of it, too, 
everal houses being built this winter. 
Ground was broken for a house here 
jn the ninth and in two'weeks it was 
eady for plastering—cellar dug five 
eel deep and wall built in this time. 
The cellar was spaded out with spades, 
no digging to do and no stones in the 
way either. 
A well was bored sixf.y- 


seven feet deep and a pump was pat in 
jnd drawing good water in less than 
ten hours from the time it was begun. 
All this was done by two men by hand 
power. The larg^bt stone found in the 
well was about two inches long and 
less than one inch in diameter. 


We are just now having a cold wave 
,ast Friday night a mildb'.izzard came 
along, driving snow at a pretty rapid 
gait. It snowed nearly all day Satur- 
day but the wind piled it np as fast as 
it fell. Sunday morning was the cold 
est of the winter so far. I did not go 
to hunt a thermometer to see how 
cold it was. I found out all I wanted 
to know without going away fro 


:ne very far, though I have often 


seen it as cold in Pennsylvania as it 
here now. I just now learned that it 


as twenty below zero Sunday night. 
The farmers hers seem to be a hap- 


oy and contented lot of people, though 


gpod many are selling out and going 
rest. Quite a good m^ny farms have 
changed hands this winter at prices 
ranging from fifty to eighty-five dol 
!<>r: per acre. The corn crop was eon 
sidered very poor last year; though 
while out driving not long ago I saw 
m^re than a thousand bushels of shell 
ed corn in one pile in a farmer's yarc 
and chickens and turkeys walkin_ 
ircund it seemingly very happy and 
contented,a thirjgnot common in Penn 
sylvania. The wheat crop was a good 
one last year, making from twenty 
five to forty bushels per acre and sell 
log now at 63 cents. Oa a drive of 
four and a half miles 1 saw eighty 
three straw piles in sight of the road 
For the benefit of J. Frank Beegle wil 
say here that I have not seen or hearc 
of any spring wheat in this neighbor 
hood. They say it is not grown heri 
any more.

NEW YORK, February 11 —In one of 


he pleasantest portions of the West 
ndiea is the little Danish Island of 
St. Thomas. For many years past it 
has been one of those qiiet, dreamy 
old places, a hundred years behind the 
times. The harbor is a file one, being 
lompletely surrounded by bi<h hills 
and good anchorage, which make it 
one of the most desirable plae»s in tbe 
West Indies to take a good, long rest. 
Wandering tourists of high degree like 
to go there for the broad hospitality 
t extends and the United States has 
for a great length of time had an eye 
on this tight little island and wes on 
the eve of purchasing it nearly thirty 
years ago. Senator Sumne'-, of Massa- 
chusetts, opposed the measura anc 
finally defeated it. 
His opposition 


alone was not enough to defeat it, bu 
it seemed as if the elements were in 
his favor, for a violent eartr quake oe 
curred while negotiations were pend 
ing, which caused a delay and pre 
vented it being taken up again nnti 
the present time. It is now a coaling 
station for our West Indian fleet and 
will enable us to keep continually 
posted as to what onr neighbors an 
doing. 
Though the island has be 


longed to Denmark for more than s 
century, English is generally spoken 
by a majority of the people, and the 
most important paper published on 
the island is printed in the English 
language. I visited the island twice 
some years ago.and from our favorable 
reception I should judge that the peo 
pie generally were in favor of annexa 
tion to the United States. 


Quite a violent opposition has demon 


strated itself against Mayor Low with 
regard to the administration of th 
law for suppressing the sale of liquo 
on the Christian Sabbath. 
Among 


others who are found in opposition t 
him at the present time, to my sur 
prise, I find the name of Dr. Park 
hurst. The doctor is a man who i 
not afraid to call a spade a spade, an 
he has written a sharp letter to ou 
mayor calling the attention of hi 
honor to the fact that the excise law 
which forbids the sale of liquors on 
the Sabbath, is not properly executed 
and, while there may have been 
slight amendment,many of the saloon 
still rejoice in the open door and th 
question arises, where and how di 
they get their pull ? It's no us 
mincing matters; we might as well ac 
knowledge the fact that we have 
difficult subject to tackle, which is a 
difiicult to understand and get throng 
as it was for the ancient traveler t 
find his way through the labyrinth 
There are conflicting differences whie 
seem most difficult to reconcile.

The deepe 
the sleep the further back travels the 
retrospect into the past experiences o 
life and also the more remote are thi 
contents of the dream from reality. In 
a light sleep, on the contrary, tbe sub- 
ject of the dream relates to the expe- 
riences and excitements of the day 
and has a character of probability. (3 
In a comatose sleep the professo 
thinks there may perhaps be no dream 
Ing. (4) Persons who assert that they 
do not dream "are the victims of phys 
ical delusion." (5) Dreams of a moder 
ate character remain longest in the 
memory.

DANISH ISLES TREATY/ 


lie United Stated Agree* to Pay Vive 


Millions for tbe Islands. 
, ' 


The state department has made pub- 
c the text" of the treaty recently 
egotiatcd with Denmirk for the 
ession to this country of tbe Danish 
Jest Indies. The consideration named 


$5,000,000 and no mention is made 


n the treat; of a plebeecite of the in- 


.bttatits of the islands. Thus the 


reaby has only to be ratified by both 
owers and the money to be appropri- 
ted by congress and paid to make the 
-ession c-mplete. 


The cession includes the islands of 


It. Thomas, St. John and Sainte Croix, 
with the adjicent islands and rocks, 
omprising all title and claims of title 
which the erown of Denmark now ex- 
rcisaa or claims, in full sovereignty, 
artain stipulations being agreed to. 
Financial claims of Denmark against 
he colonial treasuries of the islands 
are not included, they being extra 
mulshed. 


The Daited States agrees to ae- 
ume obligations heretofore incumbent 
upon tbe Danish govercment toward 
.he St. Thomas Floating Dock com- 
pany and the West India & Panama 
Telegraph company. 


Neither this country nor that of Dan- 


mark incurs any responsibility as to 
;he guarantee which, by tbe ordinance 
of Jnne 10, 1876, the colonial treasury 
of Sainte Croix assumed with regard 
to the payment of an interest of 5 per 
:ent. per annum to tlie holders of thn 
shares of ''the Sainte Croix Falless.uk- 
lerkogerier" company, limited, but 
the Danish government retains its 
claim as creditor against that com- 
pany. 


All buildings, ports, harbors, fortifi- 


cations and other public property at 
present held by 
Djnmark, except 


arms, ammunition and flags, pass into 
the possess'ion of the United States. 


The congregations of the Danish na- 


tional church are to remain in posses- 
sion of the churchs and parsonages now 
held by them. 


The Danish government retains its 


claims against individuals for sums 
due the Danish treasury and will hold 
such property as it has taken over in 
lien of such claims; but such property 
must be sold within two years from t'.e 
date of the cessation. 


The inhabitants of the islands are 


not obliged to become citizens or 
subjects of the United States. 
It 


is expressly stated that the Danish 
subjects residing in the islands may 
remain therein or remove therefrom at 
will; retaining in either event all their 
rights of property; that they shall con- 
tinue to enjoy all the rights and lib- 
erties secured to them by the laws now 
in force, and if the present laws are 
altered they shall not thereby be placed 
in a less favorable position than they 
now enjoy. Those who remain in the 
islands may preserve their allegiance 
to the crown of Denmark by making, 
before a court of record, within two 
years from the date of the exchange of 
ratifications of this convention, a decla- 
ration of their decision to preserve 
such allegiance, in default of which 
declaration they shall be held to have 
accepted 
allegiance to the United 


States. 


The civil rights and the political 


status of the inhabitants of the islands 
shall be determined by the congress, 
subject to the stipulations contained in 
the present convention. 


Such allowances as are now being 


paid ont of the colonial treasury to re- 
tired functionaries who hold no royal 
commissions will be continued.

The mariner, 
apparently consenting to the slave's 
proposal, took him out to sea and when 
there drowned him. after obtaining 
possession of the diamond. Disposing

arrival in or departure from town and 
went about mysteriously disguised. He 
must necessarily liave felt greatly re- 
lieved when be pnrted will) the dia- 
mond to. the Due d'Orleans, regent 
during tlie minority of Louis XV, king 
of France, in 1717 for the sum of £135,-

It has been ascertained by a series of 


experiments that a diamond does not 
cut out the glass, 
file fashion, but 


forces the particles apart, so that a 
continuous crack is formed along the 
line of the Intended cot. The crack 
once begun, very small force is neces- 
sary to carry it through the glass, and 
thus the piece is easily broken off. The 
superficial crack or cut need not be 
deep. A depth. a<*cordlng to flue meas- 
urements, of a two-hundredth part of 
one inch is quite sufficient to accom- 
plish the purpose, so that the applica- 
tion of much force in using the dia- 
mond only wears out the gem without 
doing the work any better. 


Numerous stones, such as quartz and 


other minerals, 
when 
ground 
into 


proper form, will cut glass like a dia- 
mond, but are not so valuable for that 
purpose, lacking the requisite hardness 
and soon losing the sharp edge neces- 
sary to make the operation a success.

Angora Goats. 


The Angora goats are natives of New 


Mexico or other southwestern regions; 
but well adapted to this climate. A 
herd of twelve or more are on the farm 
of Shannon Carpenter, near Hyndman, 
who gave their good qualities as un- 
surpassed for eating qualities,especial- 
ly while they are feeding on a piece 
of ground having a growth of bushes, 
briers, or branches, which they prefer 
to almost any other food. 
Therefore 


they are the agents to clear off a wild 
piece of land, and at the same time 
bring profit to the owner, as their coat 
of fine, long,lustrous hair is very valu- 
able, selling for as much as 81 per 
pound. 
They also make beautiful 


robes, as they are white, and the luster 
of their hair remains after manufac- 
tured into different commodities; but 
as yet a robe made from the Angoras 
has been too expensive in this section 
of the country, therefore a profitable 
industry awaits the farmer 
who 


breeds them. 
So 
many orchards 


that are full of small undergrowth 
and too stony to cultivate can be thor- 
oughly cleared by the goats, and many 
fields in like manner can be made into 
good grass plots by having the goats 
to destroy the brambles, &c. 
They

of any kind. A piece of woodland now 
as clean of underbrush as though none 
ever existed there was pointed out as a 
sample of the goats' good work. They 
do not possess any of the Billy Goat's 
traits, habits, or qualities, if he has 
any. The Angoras are as gentle and 
docile as our native sheep but differ 
in coat, as they have silky hair ten to 
twelve inches long.
